and inefficient. 


They have been the direct and known 


cause of the loss of many lives and many 
good ships and, if the truth could be 
known, doubtless many a ship on tho list 
of the missing and unaccounted for could 
be chargeable to faulty bulkheads. 


There are over 350 water tight doors 


and hatches on a first class battleship and 
about 300 valves and grates connected with 
ventilating, draining and Jloodinjr the 
hull and involving the safety of the ship. 
It will be seen, therefore, that tho system- 
atic control and operation of these de- 
vices arc of no mean importance. It takes 
110 men to look after these details alone 
in response to a collision alarm, and it has 
never been satisfactorily demonstrated yet 
that this number aro equal to the emer- 
gency. 


Tho greatest danger that Is to be met 


with at FC.-I is that of collision, and against 
this tho bulkhead is the chief and only 
protection. Yet, notwithstanding this, if 
put to the test, it is doubtless tho most 
vulnerable part of the ship.

A Hunter Saved by His Knowledge 


of tbe Beast'* HnbUn. 


Only those, familiar with tho "manners 


and customs" of tho elephant have any 
idea what a nimble cmituro it really is. 
Massive and slow footed as it looks, it is 
capable, when roused, of feats that would i 
bo difficult for much fleeter animals.
